Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-100 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
either singularly or in combination failed to anticipate or render obvious the limitations of 
removing a portion of the insulative layer to form insulative spacers over the sidewalls 
and exposed top surface of the first epitaxial layer and selectively growing a second 
epitaxial layer of monocrystalline silicon on the exposed surface of the first epitaxial 
layer, the second epitaxial layer comprising sidewalls as required by claim one.
